world, but did not accomplish much, 
and had to return to the old home. 
Our superintendent of schools m bis 
annual report of 1897, says: "Many t f 
our chidren get some knowledge of 
higher mathematics aad sciences in the 
high school that they would otherwise 
remain ignorant of during their whole 
lives. Let us then encourage the high 
school. I hive seen enough in one 
year's intimate connection with the high 
school to make uia more than ever ita 
firm supporter and friend. 


In the town are eight school districts, 


with two hundred and twentj-threa 
registered scholars, an average of twen- 
ty-eight for each district. Two of them 
are graded schools—numbers one and 
seven—located in the extreme ends of 
the town, and oich of them iu success- 
ful operation; but there ia a serious de- 
fect which needs to be supplied in or- 
der to advance the work of education, 
and this is the lack of suitable facilities 
for the free high school. 
Miny can 


bear witness how great a loss to the 
townspeople was tha burning of the 
old academy, and since that event there 
Has been no building erected for higher 
educational purposes. Tha town house 
which has been used for the high 
school is well adapted to the purpose 
for which it was built—a hall for trans- 
acting the town's business;—but when 
a school is in session in the same rooir, 
aud often at the same hour, the useful- 
ness of the school ia much impaired, 
the school room furnishings" liable to 
serious n jury, and in cold weather the 
scholars' health much endangered from 
an unsuccessful effort to fcpep the house 
warm. Our boya and girls of today 
will iu a few years be our man aad 
women, engaged in the pursuits of ac- 
tivo life*, and every dollar wisaly and 
economically expended to advance their 
education is m goo I investment; and 
should the town sea lit to appropriate 
five thousand dollars to provide a pUnt 
on which to erect a hfgh school build- 
ing, located were it would best conven- 
ienoe all-tho lii-itricts, thereby securing' 
its permanency, it would bj a valuable 
legacy, aud the best investment the 
town could mike. Stmll we not act ia 
this matter in tho near future, and thus 
secure for ourselves a part of tbe ad- 
vant iges for which we are taxed to help 
other tnwnb? 


This subject is worthy the considera- 


tion of every though f il voter in Eliot. 
Let us hold fast tu the fre* high 
pohool, and thus encourage tha pro- 
gress of education.

"Speaking cf belief in witchcraft," said 


• railroad official, "there is an oiuploywe 
»f our company in ibis city, holding a 
very responsiuie piste, who insists that 
when he was an in/ant be was buwjtebi-d. 
He is tbo son of an old IVnnij Jvania Ger- 
man family of Berks ooumy, Pa. He re- 
inenibrrsfsotbinj; «f the iratu-r jxirsonally, 
but has the- narrative of it from his parents 
and other u>en:bers of his family. 


"The fcesus, or witches, the belief in 


whom is so strong to this day in Berks 
and adjacent Pennsylvania Dutch coun- 
ties. are always weiaen advance*! in years, 
who teem to faa\e no other mission in life 
lhan to bewitch tbeir neighbors, their 
ncigbbors'children, their horses, cows and 
live stock generally. Then, as a counter- 
balance to the heses. there are many witch 
doctors, both men and women, who have 
the power to rout the evil spirits and lay 
the torturing spells for which the boxes 
are responsible. Directly opposite the par- ' 
cnts of the man of whom I am speaking 
lived a witch woman at the time he was 
born Until he was 8 months old he was 
the best and healthiest baby in tho local- 
ity 
This did not seem to be to the liking 


of the hex, and one day during one of her 
calls nt the baby's hoiae— for these witch 
wotrea call where and when they like, 
their neighbors offering no objection for 
fear of offending them — she took the child 
Jn be- arms, hugged him and kissed him, 
all ire time muttering in the unknown ; 
langrage which the race of beses is sop- 
posed to understand, the same language as 
the chuple German farmer folk of Penn- 
gylviUa believe was used by the witches 
of tfa> dark ages. 


"-H a mother of the child was in mortal 


terro* of the result of tbo witch's snspi- 
ciuiii "ondness for the babe, and when the 
hex "• -jnt away the mother found that her 
furtrs were well grounded. The baby in- 
gtai:' T began to" cry as if in the most in- 
tense pain. His body had become covered 
frcm head to foot with angry spots as 
tbiel us those on a leopard.

Although the satires of Boileau were 


largely suggested by what had been effect- 
id in that direction by the ancients — in- 
deed the subjects of some were directly 
,ak«i troni writings that have corno down 


us — yet he managed to make them per- 


fectly original. The outlines were Latin, 
but tho details entirely French. His versi- 
fication and general style were considered 
extremely good. Tho following opinion of 
M. Duinogeot may bo held to express the 
estimate formed by the faircsi judges 
After remarking that Boileau had appre- 
hended and emphasized tbo most vital 
haracter of the national taste—namely, a 
raillery founded on intelligent good sense, 
and ul tor declaring that the ancient French 
ipirit of Villon nnd Marot had been en- 
nobled by the language of Jho classics, and 
the elegant niceties of the age of Louis 
XIV, so that Boileau's real position wa; 
hat of a bourgeois of Paris in tbo grand 
fjallery of Versailles, he adds: "His critio- 
sm was clear, siBQplo, accessible to ail; 
negative rather than suggestive, reducing 
he principles of art to those ot common 
sense. It was piquant, full of raillery and 
:lelieatc nir.lice and enlivened by personali- 
ties. In truth, it delivered its precepts in 
inner ish a ble verses, brilliant alike from 
mngcry and pregnant meaning, and con- 
densing what was desired to be said into 
proverbliko expressions, to be received 
without remonstrance and remembered 
without difficulty." — Gentleman's Majja- 
ino.

He Was Examined. 


Francois Arago, tho great French scien- 


tist, « as a precocious youth. Ho was pre- 
pared for the rigid examinations of the 
Ecole Poly technique before bo was 17 years 
old. 
M. DC Mirecoarfr tells a characteris- 


tic anecdote concerning Arago's examina- 
tion. 


The examiner was? elrnost brutal in his 


manner toward the young candidates. A 
favorite companion of Arago was badly 
frightened at bis severe questions aad fail- 
ed to pass the examination. At length 
Arago's turn came. 
" Young man," said the examiner storn-

Italian, French, Spanish Confections, 
It was not from either Italy or 


that we got the best confectioners in the 
earlier days of English cookery. Spain, 
notably Toledo, furnished England with 
tie most celebrated pastry cooks, or pasto- 
leros as they arc called, though we have 
since looked most to France for these art- 
ists. Under the patronage of "Bloody 
Mary" and of Queen Henrietta Maria 
Spanish methods flourished apuco in tho 
court cuisine.

Tho Proper Way to Treat This Unsightly 


and Unwelcome disfigurement. 


A black eye is simply a bruise, a black 


and blue spot, of the eyelids and the parts 
underneath the orbit. All these tissues 
being very loose and spongelike in texture, 
the blood which escapes beneath the skin 
in all cases of-bruising and constitutes the 
black and blue mark spreads very widely 
and causes great dlsiigurcment. 


Sometimes, if the injury has been se- 


vere, there will be an escape of blood be- 
neath the membrane covering the eyeball, 
but the eyeball itself usually escapes seri- 
ous damage owing to its elasticity and to 
tho efficient protection afforded .by the 
bony ring forming the edges of the orbit. 


A short time after the injury has been 


i received swelling of the part sets in, the 
skin is reddened and hot, and there is a 
feeling of tension, if not more or less ac- 
tual pain. This is the tanle to treat the 
bruise in order to prevent as far as possible 
the formation of the "black eye." 


If nothing is done, the discoloration 


soon appears, first of a dark reddish pur- 
ple color, acd then almost black; later it- 
fades off with a play of colors, green, fclao 
and yellow, until gradually all traces of 
the accident disappear. 


The first thing to do, and that as soon 


as possible, is to apply cooling lotions to 


j the part. A good way to do this is to keep 


two small handkerchiefs in a bowl of ice 
water and apply them alternately, squeezed 
dry and folded four ply. As soon as one 
handkerchief grows warm, it should be re- 
placed by tho other. 


By the end of the first day the cold ap- 


plications will have done all the good they 
can, and then handkerchiefs wrung out 
of very hot water, in which boras or boric 
| acid has been dissolved, should be applied 
' and changed every minute or two. At the 


same time the discolored part may be 
stroked gently with the finger for 10 or 15 
minutes at a time every two or tlaee 
hours. This is a tedious process, but it 
will shotten tho sufferer's period of em- 
| barrassment by three or four days if pcr- 
' severed in,—Youth's Companion.

"Tress the Button." 


A feature of the modern gun will doubt- 


less be its accuracy of aim, says Professor 
Ira N. Hollis in The Atlantic." The gnus 
of tho first monitor had the ordinary 
sights, and the men had to look out 
through, the portholes of a revolving tur- 
ret to find the enemy.5 We might say they 
ofteii iired "on the wing" with very in- 
definite notions of the range-and the brief- 
est instant for training the gtrns. Tho 
Iowa's turrets have small boxes projecting 
above the covers for lookouts. Horizontal 
slits are cut near tho tops of these boxes, 
giving a view around the horizon. 


The guns themselves are aimed by 


means of cross hairs in telescopes and fired 


j by electric buttons which are instantane- 


ous in their action. Once tho cross hair 
is on the object, the projectile may be sent 
on its way at a velocity of .3,000 feet a sec- 
ond before the roll of the ship has time to 
impair its accuracy. The range is found 
| by means of instruments set up as far 
' apart as possible, which make the ship tho 
base line of a triangle having the target 
for its apex. In case of failure of tho in- 
struments the range may be found by trial 
of the rapid fire guns, which, deliver from 
6 to 20 shots a minute.

Sidonia v, as lagging behind with his

To stop suddenly «r*ry industry in the

appreciated by the police authorities. But 
the public are dismayed to fiad that s.s a 
result of the king's proclamation for 
genera! suspension of business on the 
funeral day all the great markets, Covent 
Garden, Smithfleld and others, where the 
food of the metropolis is supplied, are to 
be absolutely closed at ihe end of the 
week. The railways of the United Kiiig- 
dom will reduce their trains to the Sun- 
day schedules. Even restaurants and 
bars will be shut down for four or five 
hours at least on Saturday afternoon. 
Some of the afternoon papers will not be 
published on Saturday. 


London is a world in itself, living from 


hand to month, and the closing of the ac- 
customed avenues for the supply and dis- 
tribution of food, drink and amusement 
from .Friday to Monday will mean a loss 
and inconvenience that no American city 
can appreciate. 


London had an experience last year 


•with inadequate protection from police 
and military, and apprehension from Sat- 
urday's crash, are general among London- 
ers. Nevertheless it is plain that these 
considerations will not deter thousands of 
every rank from flocking to the metropo- 
lis to witness the funeral procession. 


A gorgeous military pageant is fore- 


casted by the war office orders issued last 
evening. Detachments of 40 regiments, 
embracing all arms of the service, and 
nearly all with distinctive uniforms, will 
make a constantly changing picture.

" 'We have demanded the head of 


Prince Tuun, ruais bien faiblement, and 
lave told the Chinese that we snail not be 
angry if they decline.' 


"The ministers have now acquiesced in 


lie decision of the Chinese court, which 
was communicated to them, many days 
>efore the demand was made, that Prince 
Tunn and Duke Lan would be degraded 
and banished, but could not be executed. 


'Regret is generally expressed that the 


powers should have proffered a demand 
x-hich they were not prepared to enforce, 
and in some quarters there is a tendency 
:o make, denial of the facts, but they oc- 
curred as stated. 


"In view of the misapprehension of the 


state department, based on the dispatches 
of Mr. Conger, that tie question of pun- 
shment remains in tlie hands of the Chi- 
nese, I will stale the situation more fully 
than I had thought necessary. 
'At the meeting six of the ministers 


voted for the death penalty for Princa 
Tnan and the leaders, four voted for 
death, with the condition that they would 
not insist on it if the Chinese could not 
comply. 


•As the minority could not be induced 


to sign the sterner demand nine of the 
ministers agieed to demand the death 
penalty, coupled with the noninsisting 
proviso for the benefit of the princes of 
;he blood, Prince Tuan and Duke Lan. 


British Minister Btiiaffreed. 


"The Biltish minister, Sir Ernest Sa- 


tow, conld not adhere because, he stated, 
ie had deinite instructions from- London 
to demand the. death, penalty and could 
not demand less without authority. 


'While the Chinese have been informed 


verbally and unofficially that the powers 
will not insist on impossible punishment, 
Sir Ernest Satow has not yet received 
authority to moderate the British de- 
mand, and, five days having elapsed, the 
Germans are hopeful that he will n*t re- 
ceive it even at the last moment. 


"There is a manifest desire, almost a 


determination, in some quarters to defeat 
the American administration's intelligent 
and humane policy as to the death, penal- 
ties, and correct cffficial information is ab- 
solutely necessary. 


''Will the department be informed of 


the exasperating situation? 


"The voting of the ministers was se- 


cret, and it it> impossible thetefore to say 
whether Mr. Conger voted according tc 
Ms preaching and propaganda of the last 
tliree months or in obedience to his in- 
structions." 


Wild Animals Banned. 


Baltimoie, Jan. 31. — With pitiful 


screams of fright and groans of intense 
pain the 75 or more animals of all de- 
scriptions confined in cages at Frank C. 
Bostock's "zoo," which was in winter 
quarters in the old Cycloiama building in 
this city, were i cabled or burned to death 
last night. Fire, which probably origi- 
nated from a badly insulated electric 
light wire on the outside of the building, 
caused the 
conflagration, which, o^»ce 


started, in an incredibly short time en- 
veloped tbe entire structure. The flames 
spread so rapidly that it was impossible 
for the attendants to loscue the helpless 
animals, and, ^ith the exception of one 
elepunut, one camel, two donkeys and a 
pack of hounds, the entire herd was lost.

However, about two hours after she 


struck tho half frantic company beheld a 
Sash ol light inshore, then detected a 
sound as of a muffled cannon, and a min- 
ute Inter beard a heavy iron ball crash on 
board. That -was the ball referred to. At- i 
tached to it was a Jife line that was to be [ 
the means cf rescuing all save one of tho j 
entire number on tho Ayrshire. A larger 
line was soon drawn to tbe ship by tho 
sailors, and then came the life oar, then a 
new and untried device. It was a small 
iron boat covered over so that it was very 
nearly alike on both sides and having in 
the top an opening through \% hich persons 
to the number cf six or seven could cravrl 
and then shut themselves up, Svhon they 
wculd bo hauled ashore. To some of tbe 
more timid the remedy seemed almost as 
bad nt the disease, but-all finally conclud- 
ed that in tho little ark xvos to be found 
their only safety, and eventually all save 
one were taken to the land without tbe 
smallest mishap. The person lost was a 
Mr. Bell of Mew York, whosa sister and 
her two or three daughters had been placed 
in the car and .were about to be sent- ashore 
when he insisted upon accompanying 
them- As there was no room for him in- 
side tho car he foolishly undertook to 
cling to the outside of it and as a matter 
of course was washed off and drowned. 


Soon after the storm was over the hulk 


of tbe wreck began to settle down in the 
sand and was finally wholly covered up. 
There it -Jay for 23 years, when a heavy 
gala set up a strong current along shore 
that dug away tbe eand and once more op- 
posed the skeleton of the old wro'ck t* 
view. A party of wreckers wero soon on 
board and in searching tho cabin carn£ 
across the eld mortar ball. 


There was no doubt of its identity, and 


it was. returned to tho companionship of 
the little mortar which sent it whizzing 
seaward on its errand of humanity more 
than 20 years befora. Since tho recovery 
of tho ball it ancl the mcrtar have been on 
exhibition at all the great interstate and 
international expositions. 


When the Ayrshire was wrecked, the 


life saving service of the Ur-ited- States, 
now so important, was little more than a 
name, and many a ship's comr-afy was 
tbeieafter lost on the black and ugly 
coasts of Long Island and New Jersey. 


It is known that during the 20 years 


from 1850 to 1870 as many lives were lost 
by shipwreck on the two coasts named us 
were lost under the present life saving 
system in tbo nest 20 years on all the 
ocean and lake coasts of the entire country. 


The old lifo car has been superseded by 


a lighter, though larger ono, and for ordi- 
nary rescues a device known as tbo breech- 
es buoy was adopted. By this agency two 
persons may be taken asbero at a time, 
and when tho number on board is small, 
as is usually tbe case, it is much the han- 
dier and preferable appliance. 


A modern lino firing gun, too, has taken 


the place of tho oid mortar. This gun is 
the invention of Captain B. A. Lyle of the 
United States army and a zenlous member 
of the life saving boai'd on devices for i cs- 
cuing the shipwrecked. To its design and 
perfection ho dovoted himself us to a labor 
of love, and with tbe result that toda;1 the 
life saving service of the United Stnteihas 
tho most farreaching gun and the best 
equipments pertinent to it of any sin.ilar 
establishment in tbe world—tho gun. the 
powder, shot and lino being manufactured 
expressly for ic. 


The old round shot and mor tar Jiad their 


day and are entitled to respectful rf'wntiou 
aud the gratitude of many n rescue, casta- 
way, 
but the Lyle gun, with its e:.'ended 


range and unfailing reliability, is ns much 
ahead of tho old time appliance as the 
modern cannon is In advance" of tho an- 
cient carronade.—Washington Star.

The Making of India Inlc. 


The manufacture of so called India ink 


has remained n jealously guarded trach' 
secret for centuries. 
The uanio of the ar- 


ticle itself is a misnomer, for the center OJ 
its production is situated in tho Chinese 
province An-Hu. 
Tho raw inaturial if 


lampblack obtained by the burning of i 
mixture of oil of sesame with varnish and 
bog's lard. Tho slower the combustion 
the better and more precious is tho prod- 
uct. 
The lampblack is uiteed with a cer- 


tain amount of glue. Tho dough thus 
formed is then beaten with steel hammers 
on wooden anvils, and two laborers work- 
ing together at this task cini finish about 
40 ponnds-of the dough per day. A sirnll 
addition of Japanese camphor and musk 
gives it its peculiar smell. While still 
pliant the mixture is shaped in wooden 
forms and dried during fair weather. lu 
order to bo perfect each cake muss be ex- 
posed to the air for SO days. Thirty cr 02 
of tbe ordinary sticks weigh n pound and 
tho price inSChina varies, according to the 
quality, from 50 cents to 835 per pound. 
Tho better grades of India ink are not ex- 
ported at all, but usod up in China proper,' 
Writing in the Celestial Empire is done 
exclusively with India ink, which is mixed 
by rubbing tho cake on' a stono contain- 
ing n littln wator in a hollow. Brushes of 
rabbit hair are used by tho natives instead 
of pens. Tboro aro 12 distinct, grades of 
India ink, each of which is designated by 
a special namo, ami the makers arc com- 
pelled to sell tho better grades only to cus- 
tomers of rank, a regular scale being estab- 
lished and religiously followed for a num- 
ber of centuries.—Philadelphia Record.

Epicures of Olden Times," prints an au- 
thentic list of the materials used at a ban- 
quet given in 1470 by the Earl of Warwick 
to his brother George Neville, upon his be- 
ing raised to the dignity of archbishop of 
York. Among tHe articles provided were 
300 tuns of ale, 104 tuns of wine, 1 tun of 
spiced alo, 10 fat oxen, 6 wild bulls, 300 
pigs, 1,00-i wethers, 400 hernsies (young 
herons), 200 pheasants, 500 -partridges, 
4,000 woodcocks, 400 plovers, 100 curlews, 


quails, 1,000 eggets, 300 hogs, 300 


calves, 3,000 geese, 3,000 capons, 100 pea- 
cocks, 200 cranes, 300 kids, 2,000 chickens, 
4,000 pigeons, 4,000 rabbits, 204 bitterns, 
4,000 ducks, 200 rues, 4,000 bucks, does 
and roebucks, 150 hot venison pasties, 
1,000 
dishes of jellies, 4,000 cold venison 


pasties, 3,000 hot custards, 4,000 cold cus- 
tards, 400 tarts, 800 pikes, 300 bream, S 
seals and 4 porpoises. 


To prepare this feast required the serv- 


ices of 1,000 cooks, 63 kitcheners and 515 
scullions. Tho number of people who par- 
took of this feast is not'given, but i* 
could not have been less than from 15,000 
to 20,000. The cost of such a banquet 
would not have been excessive, as at that 
time the price of a rabbit and a lamb wast 
tho same—about 8 cents each; a turbo* 
cost 13 cents, a fat hog about 80 cents and 
a fat ghaep 3? cents. Twenty eggs could 
be bought for 2 cents, a swan for 8 cents 
and ale foe 3 cents a gallon. The estimate 
of the number of persons who attended tha 
banquet of the Earl of Warwick mast be 
largely reduced if their appetites and ca- 
pacities were constructed upon the lines of 
those of Milo and Theogenes, both of 
whom were reputed to be able to eat an 
en tiro ox at i\ single meal. Mr. Senn glvea 
the origin of tho colloquial phrase—"to 
eat humble pie." It Is derived from a dish, 
composed of tho "umbles" or entrails of 
drcr, which was served at dinners to those 
of inferior social status.
